His  report  of  the  trip  to  his 
principal*  caused  them  to  conceive  the  idea 
of  a  pony  express,  ami  when  they  offered 
I tanna Larger  the  position  of  messenger,  to 
make  regular  trips  between  Fort  leaven- 
worth  and  Salt  Lake  City,  he  accepted  the 
proposition. 

The  contractors  who  had  undert  aken  to 
deliver  the  United  States  mail  added  this 
to  Rannabarger's  duties,  paying  him  •65.50 
a  month  in  a^ldition  to  the  five  dollars  a 
day  receivevl  from  the  government,  and  de¬ 
fraying  all  expenses.
